I am also 
pleased to see letters that of- 
fer polite constructive criti- 
cism with real insight and 
thought. 

As for the stories, most were 
of a very high standard. 

"Slitherers Of The Sand" 
was good, but somehow seem- 
ed to lack imagination. The 
involvement of plot that your 
old story writer, Archie Good- 
win, put in has not been rival- 
ed yet. In my opinion, Archie 
Goodwin is to Vampirella as 
Robert Howard is to Conan. 
Archie gave you life with all 
its joys and sorrows. Indeed, 
under his pen, you were real, 
a flesh and blood person. Then 
you were submitted to the 
imaginations of T. Casey Bren- 
nan, who, at the time, seemed 
to be a sufficient replacement. 
In fact, with the first issues 
when he took over the reigns, 
Mr. Brennan made a terrific 
showing of himself as he did 
in his past tales. But slowly, 
gradually, his plots become 
boring, mediocre and you 
dropped into the "make-be- 



lieve" ranks of a typical comic 
character. 

Now you've turned over to 
Steve Englehart. Perhaps he 
can place you back up on the 
pedestal you so richly de- 
serve. 

But even with your wither- 
ing plots, the dramatic art of 
Jose Gonzalez pulls each is- 
sue through. Though Goodwin 
gave you literary life, Gonzalez 
has given you artistic life. 
Gonzalez rescued you from 
the rut made by Tom Sutton. 
But with the talents of Gon- 
zalez behind you, Vampi, you 
can go nowhere but up. 

I think that has been prov- 
en with the fabulous poster 
he did of you. I have one and 
it was worth every cent I paid 
for it. I also have a six-foot 
Frankenstein poster by Jack 
Davis. Both hang side by side 
on my closet doors. I affec- 
tionately call them "Beauty 
and the Beast." 

About your other stories. 
The few people who criticize 
Esteban Maroto's solo work 
are the ones who can't see the 
allegories that each tale holds. 
I believe every story Maroto 
has written that has appear- 
ed in the Warren Magazines is 
symbolic of a point or ideal 
Maroto is attempting to get 
across to the readers. 

"Paranoia" by Steve Skeates 
is typical of the Skeates syn- 
drome. Acceptable, but not at 
all outstanding. "The Vampi- 
ress Stalks the Castle At 
Night." When I first saw it, I 
thought it was going to be a 
standard Vampire story. How- 
ever I was wrong. Mr. McGre- 
gor can write a good Vampire 
tale and make it truly differ- 
ent. All in all, Vampi, your 
stories are on the up and up. 
And I'm sure you'll keep them 
that way.
